It has frequently happened that the
voters of many districts have selactad
and elected Committeemen without the
knowledge of the parties, but Chairman
Berkey sppears to be willing to deny
them that privilegs and declares that all
eaodidstes for npomiuation mwust an-
nounee their names through him “not
later than twenty deays beforo the day of
the primary election.” He vers winely
refralns from informing she limited num-
bar of voters who read the jooruals io
which his cxll for the primary sppears
in what manner candidates for slection—
Committeemen sre elected, not oomi-
nated—ahall anoouoes their names,

The purpose and ulter unscrupalous-
pess of Chalrman Berkes's proposition
mast be clearly manifest 1o the maost ob-
tase mind. For weeks past he has been
engaged io writing personal letters to his
intimate political friends asnd fellow
“MeKinley Leagners,” oulling upos
them to select eandidates for Commities-
man o thair respective districts andi for-
ward the same to bim in order that he
eould hsve their names prioted oa the
ballots. Whea personal lelters wors
found ineffective, it is reported, be bas
driven to election distriets for the par-
pose of setting op candidates for Cem-
i lleamen.

But Chsirman Berkey will have his
